and snakes. And you only had to 
attend one of his parties for the 
visiting St. Louisians to understand 
that Dr. Pink did a very great deal 
to establish the fame of this sec- 
tion among naturalists everywhere. 
On the lighter side, I recall that 
nearly twenty years ago Dr. Pink 
aroused some controversy because 
he had about sixteen fox-hounds 
quartered in a pen in city-owned 


v4Fair park. One tiummor night the 


dogs broke out of the pen, raised 
a lox — and woke up the whole 
town as Mr. Fox ana his canine 
retinue came up South Elm slreet, 
wheeled past the police station, 
and then headed back down South 
Main street lor open counlry. 


It was a great hue and cry. Hope 


loved it, regardless — and today 
mourns Ihe passing of ils author.

Ho also said two senators from 
the same state often take opposite 
views, but three senators would en- 
able each state to be recorded on 
important issues. 


Another factor would be a sen- 


atorial election every two years. 
McGrath said this would create a 
"healthy situation" and make po- 
litical organizations more alert to 
the nation's wishes.

A hotbed or coldframe is a won-

The hotbed is perhaps 
most useful, but a coldframe is 
less expensive.

The difference between a hotbed 
and coldframe is that a hotbed

frame recieves only the reat from 
the sun and the warmth of the soil 
is protected by glass or some other 
transparent covering.
